WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—The 
governors of the World Bank 
adopted without dissent today a 
resolution to set up the Interna- 
tional Deyelopment Association 
as a billion-dollar affiliate of the

Underdevelaped countries, 
which cannot meet the strict re- 
quirements of the World Bank 
for credit, would be able to ob- 
tain soft loans from 1.D.A. — 
long-term credits payable in 
whole or in part in their own 
currency. 

3 Address by Dillon. 

- Under Secretary of State Doug- 
las Dillon, discussing the pro- 
posed agency before the gov- 
ernors, said: 

“If these countries are to be 
successful in their efforts, they 
must have access to capital 
from the industrialized countries 
over and above that which can 
be safely lent to them on normal 
banking terms or provided by 
private enterprise.” 

Availability of even a marginal 
amount of capital often means 
the difference between success 
and failure of worthwhile proj- 
ects, Dillon said. 

“Virtually all of the indus- 
trialized part of the free world 
now is in position to make re- 
sources increasingly available 
for the purpose of assisting the 
less developed areas,”’ he added. 
“Of equal or even greater im- 
portance is the evidence of a 
growing determination among 
the people of the industrialized 
nations to provide these re- 
sources in adequate measure.” 
Dillon said that the United 
States, in addition to its $300,- 
000,000 capital subscription, 
might also make available to 
LDA. a part of the . foreign 
“‘soft” currencies it has received 
in payment for surplus food sold 
abroad. 


This use of accumlated foreign 
currencies was suggested by 
Senator A. S. (Mike) Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, when he pro- 
posed organization of I.D.A. 
about three years ago. 

L.D.A.’s Purpose 

Describing I.D.A. as “a new 
concept in international lending 
institutions,”’ Dillon said that it 
was a proposal to “increase the 
total flow of development cap- 
ital to the less developed areas”’ 
and was not to be considered as 
a “‘substitute for bilateral assist- 
ance from the industrialized 
countries.” 

Dillon pointed out that in the 
past 18 months the United States 
had run up large foreign trade 
deficits while other industrialized 
countries had gained surpluses 
and were steadily increasing 
their reserves of gold and for- 
eign exchange. 

“Increase in the capacity of 
other industrialized countries to 
export to the less developed 
areas,” Dillon went on, “has not 
as yet been accompanied by a 
comparable increase in their ex- 
ports of capital to these areas, 
whereas the United States has 
continued to maintain a large 
outflow of capital to these areas 
for both development and as- 
sistance purposes.”

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Birds to Steer Guided Missiles? 
Navy Finally Pigeon-Holes Idea 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (UPI)— 
Now it can be told. The Navy 
tried for three years to train 
pegions how to steer guided mis- 
siles but the effort failed. 
The idea was to enclose a 
pigeon in a missile and have the 
bird help manage the elaborate 
electronics system. 
In 1948, the Naval Research 
Laboratory was commissioned to 
determine whether a practical 
scheme could be developed along 
these lines: 
“The missile would be equipped 
with a lens in its nose, and a 
glass to receive the 
image of the target as the 
missile approached. 
“A pigeon, trained to peck at 
any distinguishable object ap- 
pearing on the glass, would be 
placed behind the glass. He 
would have an electrical contact 
cemented to his beak, and the 
glass could be gridded with wires 


to indicate distance right-left, or 
above-below center. 

“If the missile were somewhat 
off course in its flight toward the 
target, the target-image would 
be displaced from center on the 
glass. The pecking of the pigeon 
at the image would then make a 
contact with the gridded glass, 
which would, in effect, indicate 
how far the missile was pointed 
away from the target. The error 
signal would be automatically 
translated as a correction to the 
steering mechanism, thus caus- 
ing the missile to ‘home’ onto 
the target.” 

Scientists at Harvard Univer- 
sity and the Research Laboratory 
found after many tests that un- 
der ideal conditions pigeons 
could be trained to do the job. 
But conditions seldom are ideal 
in combat, so the Navy dropped 
the idea in 1951 without ever 


having flown a pigeon in a mis- 
sile.

Recipe Three Ways 


There’s nothing quite like the 
flavor of fruit to make simple, 
home-baked breads something 
special. And there’s nothing like 
a basic recipe that can be used, 
with slight variations, to make 
an impressive array of baked 
goods. 

The opening brunch of this 
year’s Newspaper Food Editors 
Conference introduced just such 
a recipe. Start with a basic 
orange roll recipe, then use one- 
third of it to make Marmalade 
Buns, one-third to make Glazed 
Orange Rolls, and the remaining 
third for a Florida version of a 
Swedish tea. ring. 


The Florida Citrus Commis- 
sion suggested that until the 
fresh fruit from that state be- 
comes more abundant (the sea- 
son is just starting), the thrifty 
homemaker would be wise to 
take advantage of convenient 
and low-priced frozen orange 
juice concentrate. 

These recipes should be of 
special interest to St. Louis 
homemakers, with their na- 
tional reputation for. skill at 
baking. 

Florida Orange Rolls 
(Basic Recipe). 

Two packages cake yeast, dry 
or compressed. 

Three-fourths cup lukewarm 
orange juice. 

One-half cup shortening. 
Three-fourths cup orange 
juice, heated. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One tablespoon salt. 

Three eggs, well beaten. 
Five and three-fourths to six 
cups sifted all-purpose flour. 
Sprinkle yeast in lukewarm 
orange juice, let stand five to 10 


minutes; stir until 
thoroughly dissolved. 

Add shortening to heated 
orange juice, stir until melted; 
pour over sugar and salt in mix-

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BONNWONTRULE 
OUT CHANGE | 
POLICY ON BERLIN

BONN, Oct. 1 — A govern- 
ment spokesman declined yes- 
terday to rule out the possibility 
of Bonn acceding to a negoti- 
ated change in the status of 
Berlin. 

This appeared to be a subtle 
shift in the West German ap- 
proach to the problem of insur- 
ing the freedom of West Berlin 
against Communist pressures. 

Heretofore it has been a basic 
point of West German policy 
that United States, British and 
French forces must remain in 
the city as a visible guarantee 
of Allied rights and sovereignty 
in West Berlin. 

Felix von Eckhardt, the fed- 
eral press chief, avoided being 
pinned down to a restatement of 
that policy under questioning at 
a news conference. Asked what 
his government’s attitude would 
be if it were proposed that the 
United States troops be with- 
drawn from West Berlin or con- 
verted into United Nations 
forces, Von Eckhardt said this 
was a hypothetical question he 
could not answer. 

One could not foretell what 
would come out of the forthcom- 
ing negotiations on Berlin, he 
said. 

Reticence Noted. 

Pressed to say whether this at- 
titude meant that a change in 
Allied policy on Berlin had al- 
ready taken place, Von Eckardt 
said there were “‘no signs” that 
the United States position had 
been modified in substance. 

The government’s reticence to 
restate its often-expressed posi- 
tion on the Berlin question was 
interpreted here as a move to 
bring Bonn into step with the 
United States in displaying an 
open-minded spirit prior to re- 
sumption of big power talks on 
the issue. 

President Eisenhower signaled 
the new Western mood at a news 
conference Monday when he con- 
ceded that the Berlin situation 
was “abnoraml” and said a so- 
lution must be found acceptable 
to all the people in the area. 
Opinion in political quarters 
here is divided on the signifi- 
cance of his remarks. Some ob- 
servers believe that Mr. Eisen- 
hower showed a willingness to 
consider some new political 
status for the city—conceivably 
a U.N. protectorate. Others hold 
that the apparently changed at- 
titude of the United States rep- 
resents merely a modification of 
diplomatic tactics. 
Confidence in President. 
The West German Government 
appeared to have adopted the 
latter interpretation. 
Eckardt prefaced his news 
conference remarks with an ex- 
pression of Bonn’s firm confi- 
dence in Mr. Eisenhower’s hand- 
ling of the Berlin issue in his 
talks with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. 
“We can state with gratitude 
and satisfaction that the Presi- 
dent of the United States has 
represented the interests and 
vital problems of the Federal 
Republic in an extraordinarily 
satisfactory manner,” he said. 
Von Eckardt agreed that the 
situation of the isolated city was 
“not normal.” He said Bonn con- 
tinued to believe that the only 
practical solution for a return 
to normalcy in Berlin was 
through the reunification of Ger- 
many.

Two petitions filed during the 
day raised the issue of geogra- 
_phical restrictions on passports. 
|The cases involved William Wor- 
thy Jr. and Waldo Frank. 

Worthy, a journalist, went to 
China in 1956, in violation of the 
bar. The State Department re- 
fused thereafter to issue him any 
new passport unless he would 
swear to abide by its restric- 
tions. He refused and asked the 
courts to require issuance of a 
passport. 

Frank, a. philosopher and 
author, has a passport—stamped, 
as almost all United States pass- 
ports are, not valid for travel in 
China. He requested removal of 
this restriction, was turned down 
and brought his lawsuit. | 


The United States Court of | 
Appeals here, in the two cases, 
upheld the Administration’s pow- 
er to impose the restriction, The 
Executive branch has no inher- 
ent power to restrict travel by | 
American citizens but can exer- | 
cise only what power has been | 
given it by statute and that Con- | 
gress never has passed a stat- | 
ute explicitly permitting geo- | 
graphical restrictions on travel. | 
Such a bill passed the House at | 
the last session but has not been | 
acted on in the Senate. | 

The Supreme Court in 1958 | 
held that the right to travel was |

The Navy would say only that 
the Skipjack has a submerged 
speed in excess 0: 20 knots. But 
all of the nation’s nuclear sub- 
marines, including the Nautilus, 
first of its kind, have speeds in 
excess of 20 knots and Skipjack 
is by far the fastest of them all. 

ITS SPEED is the papduct, not 
alone of its reactor—the stand- 
ard pressurized waterpipe now 
used for all the Navy’s subma- 
rines—but of its new hull de- 
sign, derived from that of the 
experimental conventionally pow- 
ered submarine Albacore. 

The hull has been described 
as. shark-shaped, with a taper- 
ing stern and a blunt full bow, 
which houses the largest sub- 
marine torpedo room in the 
world. The skipjack has a large 
sail or superstructure, and uses 
sail planes—like stubby wings— 
extending from either side of 
the superstructure to help sta- 
bility at slow speeds and shallow 
depths.

World's Fastest Army Unit Trains for Jungle War, 
Laos Situation Points Up Need 


Six Main Steps in Course—Officers 


_ Impressed by Resourcefulness Shown 
| by American Youths.

THE RELATIVE QUIET in Laos, which will probably con-- 
tinue as long as the United Nations fact-finding commission re- 


mains, gives the United States and its SEATO partners an oppor= 


tunity to get into a better posture to help Laos later. 


There is 


no doubt that assistance will be néeded in time, just as there is 
no doubt that Communist North Viet Nam and Red China will 
continue their efforts to infiltrate and subvert Laos. 


The Post-Dispatch reported that 
neither the United States Army 
nor Marine Corps was trained 
and equipped to fight guerrilla 
and jungle warfare. Neither is 
_either service prepared to send 
in guerrilla leaders and instruc- 
tors to help train the Laotian 
army for such operations. 

The Army, however, does 
Carry out a certain amount of 
jungle training in the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry Division on the 
island of Oahu, where Honolulu 
is situated. This is due mostly to 
the realization of the need by 
two far-sighted generals for- 
merly serving with the Twenty- 
fifth Division. 

BRIG. GEN. JOHN H. Mce- 
GEE, a much decorated officer 
who fought the Japanese in Pa- 
cific jungles and survived as a 
prisoner of war, set up jungle 
training for the Twenty-fifth Di- 
vision (a reserve force) several 
years ago. 

In this he had the full support 
of the division commander, Maj. 
Gen. Edwin H. Messinger. Mc- 
Gee is now commanding the An- 
tilles command in Puerto Rico 
and Messinger is now serving 
in the Pentagon with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.’ Jungle and 
guerrilla training has been con- 
tinued on the basis established 
by them since they left. 

Since this is not an Army 
project, but a local one, the spe- 
cial equipment that is needed for 
jungle war has’ not been sup- 
plied. Nevertheless, guerrilla 
fighting and jungle fighting are 
essentially matters of improvisa- 
tion and this has been done on a 
large scale in the division's 
training. 

EVERY MAN in the division 
goes through the jungle course 
once a year. The course has six 
main steps. 


First the men are taught how 
They 
and 
safe to _ 
to fix 


to survive in the jungle. 
learn what they can eat 
how to make water 

drink. They learn how 


themselves up to sleep comfort- 
ably, protected from insects. 
They learn that too much cloth- 
ing encourages fungus growth 
that will soon disable them. 
Sneakers and shorts are the best 
uniform in tropical jungles. 

Second, they are taught how 
to use the jungle to help them. 
Vines can be used for ropes, to 
make hammocks, to make traps 
and ambushes. They learn how 
to cross jungle rivers and what 
to beware of in them. 

The third stage is cliff-climb- 
ing. They learn to scale moun- 
tain sides and vertical.cliffs. In 
war their lives may depend on 
just such skills. 

The men are then given a 
course in how to conduct them- 
selves in the face of Commu- 
nist brain-washing and indoctri- 
nation if they are made prisoner. 
They are taught what to say in 
response to questions. They are 
taught also that their duty is to 
escape if possible and are in- 
structed in many: methods of 
escape and evasion, 

These four steps are individual 
training. Next they go into the 
jungle in small ynits, platoon 
or squad size, and are taught 
how to ambush the enemy and 
how to evade or escape from 
enemy ambushes. 


THEY ARE GIVEN instruc- 
tion and practice in jungle tac- 
tics: How to run down a hostile 
guerrilla unit, to pin it down, 
to hit and encircle it, or how to 
develop the situation if the size 
of the force is unknown and the 
engagement might result in the 
enemy conducting the encircle- 
ment. 

The final stage is a platoon 
maneuver. A platoon is trans- 
ported into the jungle at Kahuku, 
Oahu, and told that guerrillas 
are operating there. The guer- 
rillas are a reality, their part 
being taken by experienced 
jungle fighters. 

The platoon leader is told that

Teachers generally feel that 
the Post-Dispatch could have been 
more helpful in the past in this 
matter by publicizing the interpre- 
tations of the law that have caused 
the collector to send these letters. 
Teachers are generally one of the 
most law-abiding and co-operative 

roups in our city. They feel uni- 
0 that someone failed in his 
duty in not notifying them of their 
responsibility in paying this tax. 
The confusion as to the exact in- 
terpretation of the law, which 
caused them ‘to refrain from paying 
this tax, could have been dispelled 
by complete, informative interpre- 
tations by your newspaper. 


3. Why was it necessary for the 
collector to wait seven years be- 
fore notifying these people? The 
penalties now being asked range 
from 9 per cent in 1958 to 45 per 
cent in 1952. This is a high price 
to ask teachers to pay for the fail- 
ure on the part of duly constituted 
authorities to interpret this law to 
them. 

4, The whole implication of your 
story is that teachers were deliber- 
ately delinquent. This is simply 
not so and I believe you have done 
the teaching profession an injustice 
by so insinuating.

Mr. McNary’s Bad Advice 


Supervisor McNary’s advice to county vot- 
ers to oppose the Metropolitan District plan 
is based on a misconception of the proposal’s 
aims and contents. He argues from fallacy 
rather than fact, from emotion rather than 
reason. His recommendation deserves to carry 
little weight with county voters. 

“Vote No to keep government in your own 
hands,” says the Supervisor. The District 
would be governed by a 15-member Board of 
Supervisors elected by the people, who would 
have more voice in its composition than they 
have in either the Board of Aldermen or the 
County Council. Each elector would vote for 
one of the 11 Supervisors elected by districts, 
and for all four of the Supervisors elected at 
large. - Each citizen thus would have five 
votes in the District Board of Supervisors as 
compared with one in the County Council 
and two in the Board of Aldermen. 


Vote No to keep governmental costs com- 
mensurate with services,” says Mr. McNary. 
His own wasteful and unwieldy county layer 
of government, with its scores of patronage 
employes, now costs twice as much as the 
District would cost. The District plan pfo- 
vides for seven necessary area-wide services 
that nobody now is providing and that no 
agency except the District can provide. It 
limits the tax that can be levied to support 
these services to 50 cents on the $100 of 
property valuation. This is not an excessive 
burden. It can be more than absorbed by 
the economic growth a District will make 
possible. If Mr. McNary wants to reduce gov- 
ernmental costs, let him start by reforming 
his own anachronistic level of government. 

“Vote No to protect your county’s progress 
from strangulation by this costly potential 
octopus of an all-powerful added layer of 
government,” says Mr. McNary. As attested 
by the Washington and St. Louis University 
political scientists who conducted the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey, the fact is that the 
county’s progress is being strangled by the 
inability of local governments to provide ef- 
fective area-wide services. 

In the county especially, the utter inability 
of county government to protect potential in- 
dustrial sites from raids by land speculators 
and other sharpshooters tends to force up 
local and school taxes. If industry could find 
proper sites away from residential neighbor- 
hoods, county householders might get lower 
tax bills for a change. Only the District can 
make this possible. 

Opposition to the District includes two 
groups, one of which urges a city-county 
merger, under which the city would absorb 
the county, while the other wants to do noth- 


ing. Mr. McNary employs the phraseology - 


of the merger advocates to argue for doing 
nothing. He urges that present county and 
municipal officials attempt “co-operative” so- 
lutions to the area’s problems. 

' * “ « 


“Co-operation” is a convenient euphemism 
for “inaction.” One of the facts that impelled 
creation of the Board of Freeholders which 
drafted the District plan is that it has been 
proved impossible to solve the traffic prob- 
lem, for example, through voluntary co-opera- 
tion among the officials of St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and the 98 municipalities. Mr. Mc- 
Nary himself has been unable to achieve one 
jota of co-operation among municipalities on 
strictly county problems.. How does he ex- 
pect to do better with metropolitan problems 
that are much more complex? 

St. Louis county needs the City of St. Louis 
as much as the city needs the county. The 
county cannot go it alone and expect to gain 
what it would by going forward in partnership 
with the city to attack problems of mutual 
concern like traffic, transit, sewers, economic 
development, planning, central police co-or- 
dination and civil defense. 

If this area does not set up an effective 
governmental structure for handling these 
problems it invites an economic decline that 
will hurt everybody on both sides of the city 
limits. Mr. McNary may be willing to pay 
that price, but we cannot believe the voters 
in the county will follow him. 


Supplying the Answers 

Wisconsin labor leaders gave Senator Ken- 
nedy a rough time at the beginning of his 
three-day tour of the western part of the 
state in the interest of his prospective can- 
didacy for the Democratic Presidential nom: 
ination. They wanted him to explain why, as 
leader of the Senate conferees on the Lan- 
drum-Griffin labor reform bill, he accepted 
many of the tough provisions voted by the 
House. The Senator had difficulty at first 
describing the complexities of a Senate-House 
conference and defending his part in the 
eventual compromise. He had advocated a 
softer bill.

The Senator staked his political 
future on identifying himself with a labor 
bill, and he can expect to be questioned on 
his legislative role from now on.

Fortunately for motor- 
ists, the new tax will expire that year. 


The Air Force Space Victory 

Judging by the latest orders from the Pen- 
tagon, the Air Force has won its long cam- 
paign to add outer space to its domain. At 
the first hint that the ballistic missile might 
become the ultimate weapon, the Air Force 
began a drive to rise above the wild blue yon- 
der. Now it is the “space force,” too. 

The Pentagon leaves no doubt that the Air 
Force has obtained practically exclusive 
rights to the military space field, with the 
Army and Navy reduced to supporting roles. 
This victory makes up for any Air Force 
chagrin over knocking out of its 2000-mile- 
an-hour jet interceptor program. 

The Navy’s assignment is to develop navi- 
gation systems for satellites and to continue 
devélopment of the Polaris missile which is 
to be teamed with the atomic submarine. The 
possibility remains that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, now studying the question, may put 
the Polaris and its submarine platform under 
Air Force control, too. 


The Army, which has maintained that bal- 
listi¢c ‘missiles are simply long-range artillery, 
will be largely restricted to perfecting. a satel- 
lite communication system. A particularly 
bitter pill for the Army to swallow is the new 
policy on the Army Ballistic Missile Agency 
at Huntsville, Ala., under Dr. Wernher von 
Braun. The giant Saturn, which is to have 
a 1,500,000-pound thrust, twice that of the 
Soviet Russian lunar missile, will be com- 
pleted at Huntsville but responsibility for 
it and all other long-range rockets is to go 
to the Air Force. 

The fate of Von Braun and his: Redstone

experts shall be given missions worthy of 
their ability. | 

There seems no doubt that the Advanced 
Research Projects Agency, which was hastily 
thrown together after the advent of the sput- 
niks, is relegated to a minor status. The Air 


Force, which regarded ARPA as an inter-. 


loper, is now clear of any restraint from 
ARPA, which was once supposed to end serv- 
ice rivalries and unify the space-missile effort. 

Will the assignment of major respensibility 
to the Air Force now achieve those ends? 
Or will this reshuffle accentuate the inter- 
service in-fighting, as earlier reshuffles did? 

The answer, we think, will depend upon 
how much effective control the Defense De- 
partment itself can exert over the services. It 
is up to the Secretary of Defense to see to it 
that the new assignments unify rather than 
divide the services’ space effort. If he fails 
to do so, Congress will have another big in- 
quiry on its hands.

By prodding the steel industry negotiators 
into resuming their bargaining sessions, and 
expressing the hope that an agreement can 
be reached before his return to Washington 
Oct. 8, President Eisenhower has given the 
industry a last chance to avert Taft-Hartley 
injunction action. If the union and company 
negotiators believe in collective bargaining, 
as they profess to do, the time to prove it 
is now.

The major item among the 
additions is the ‘‘Musician,” a 
1044-inch high lacquered and 
gilded wood figure which dates 
from about 1100.

Also included in the acquisi- 
tions is a porcelain incense 
burner with a _ silver filigree 
cover decorated in the Kakiemon 
style.

It dates from 1700.

bowl which dates from about 
1730.

The saucers given by Nail are 
porcelain in the Kakiemon style, 
dating from about 1735.

AIRLINER SPEED 


Because the heart beat again 
when thawed and sewed into the 
neck of another dog, the scien- 
tists who performed the feat 
pointed te a possible future of 
refrigerated banks for human or- 
gan spare parts—hearts, kid- 
neys, perhaps even brains. 

The two physicians and two 
physicists dropped the heart’s 
temperature to 17.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the lowest on record 
for a mammalian organ which 
revived. To do it they extracted 
aimost a third of the heart’s wa- 
ter and pumped it full of gyl- 
cerol, an anti-freeze chemical. 

Despite their bilogical success 
reported to the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons here, the scien- 
tists listed severe obstacles to 
bringing about a heart bank or 
to sending a rocket ship toward 
a distant planet with a human 
crew frozen solid. 

They said the so-called trans- 
plaftation inflammation reaction 
was the biggest barrier to suc- 
cessful switching of organs and 
tissues between any animals ex- 
cept identical twins. The re- 
ceiving animal’s body fights the 
foreign tissue chemically to de-

Second James = Collies Marshall Provides New Chancel Fi i a for sonnets _ Proahyteriams

THE CORNER of Manchester 
and Rock Hill roads is a busy 
interse ction. Schall School, the 
Rock Hill city hall and commer- 
cial buildings all add to the 
bustling traffic. 

Just east of the intersection, 
almost obscured from the hurry- 
ing passer-by, is a small rock 
church building. Anyone who 
stops to read the plaque on the 
front will learn that this is 
Rock Hill Presbyterian Church, 
one of the oldest churches west 
of the Mississippi, and that it 
was built on land donated by 
James Collier Marshall in 1845. 

Last Sunday, another James 
Collier Marshall, the grandson 
of the original, returned to Rock 
Hill to present the church with 
a complete set of chancel fit- 
ments. For the present Marshall, 
who lives in Charlottesville, Va., 
it was a renewal of old acquaint- 
ance and a glimpse of the much 
changed community where he 
was born 80 years ago. For 
others, it was old home and his- 


tory week, as Collier Marshall. 


(he uses J, as a first initial 
only) recalled family stories of 
long ago. 

Marshall’s first impulse had 
been to donate a marble plaque 
in honor of :his grandparents, 
James and Elizabeth McCaus- 
land Marshall, and his parents, 
Ernest and Frances Bell Mar- 
shall. In correspondence with 
the church architect, it was 
suggested that he give a part of 
the new chancel fitments in- 
stead. 

“I wondered what my parents 
would advise and I could al- 
most hear them,’’ Marshall said. 
“They would have said, ‘Collier, 
it’s nice of you to think of us but 
that marble plagde is useless. 
Give — that can be 
used’.”” 

Marshall decided to give some 
of the fitments arid then, learn- 
ing of the difficulty\of matching 
the cherry wood for future ad- 
ditions, decided to go all out and 
furnish all the fitments including 
a Celtic cross and Dossal Screen 
of imported silk. 

Interestingly enough, Marshall 
is not a Presbyterian but is a 
communicant of Christ Episcopal 
Church in Charlottesville. Grand- 
father Marshall, too, was an 
Episcopalian and built the church 
for his wife who was born in 
Scotland. 

In a way, too, the church was 
a gift to the community in which 
Marshall had prospered. A na- 
tive of Virginia, grandson of a 
leaseholder of Lord Fairfax, 
Marshall originally came to St. 
Louis to visit his cousin, in 1819, 
The cousin, George Collier, 
whose daughters married Henry 
and Ethan Allen Hitchcock, was 
in the shot manufacturing busi- 
ness and wanted Marshall to join 
him, 

Marshall told him he thought 
he’d stick with farming but he 
liked the new land and soon re- 
turned from Virginia, by wagon 
and flatboat, with his brother, 
John, and two widowed sisters. 
They settled along the banks of 
the River Des Peres, and soon 
expanded their holdings until 
they owned 800 acres, the area 
now bounded by Rock Hill, Litz- 
singer, Brentwood and Gore 
avenue. When Marshall married, 
he built a home on Manchester 
road, calling it Fairfax after his 
grandfather’s friend. 

Part of Fairfax still stands 
across from the church although 
it, too, is overshadowed by its

modern surroundings. 

“You can’t imagine how beau- 
tiful all this was in my youth,” 
Collier Marshall says with a 
sigh. 

At Grandfather Marshall’s re 
quest, Mr. Artemus Bullard of 
the First Presbyterian Church of 
St. Louis chartered the new Rock 
Hill church in March, 1845, and 
petitions were circulated for 
members. 


“ Marshall’s slaves mined the 


stone from a nearby quarry and 
did the labor. One of Collier 
Marshall’s favorite stories is 
how the slaves came to Marshall 
one day and told him they’d like 
to give something to the church, 

“But you're giving your la- 
bor,”” Marshall said. 

“No, that’s for you,” the slave 
replied. ‘‘We want to give some- 
thing of our own.” 

“So on their own time, which 
was Sunday,” Collier Marshall 
relates, ‘‘the slaves put the roof 
on the church as their gift.” 

Marshall always told his wife, 
who was a Virginian, that the 
South was in error in not calling 

the War Between the States the 
Civil War, 

“In this part of the country, 
neighborhoods, friends and fam- 
ilies were split asunder and that 
is civil war,” he said. 

Rock Hill Church was split 
asunder as the Marshall fam- 
ily stories indicate. Just after 
the outbreak of the war, a di- 
vinity student, son of a North- 
ern sympathizing family, re- 
turned home and was asked to 
speak from the pulpit. His 

sermon was such a strongly 
worded attack on slavery that 
one by one, members of the 
congregation walked out, until 
Grandfather Marshall steod up 
and said, ‘Frederick, stop. 
Stop now.’ The young man 
stopped but those who had left 
the church never returned. 
They joined the founders of 
the Webster Groves Presby- 
terian Church. 

A happier story concerns the 
brother of the divinity student, 
who also returned from college 
and joined the Federal Army. 
He had been a caller on Miss 
Mary, eldest daughter in the

Marshall family, and custom- 
arily had been invited to the 
Marshall home for dinner each 
Sunday. When he came home 
on leave, fearful of a ‘snub 
from slave-owning Marshall, he 
slipped into church late, listened 
to Miss Mary sing her solo, and 
then left early and stood on the 
sidelines, 


“Years later,”” said Marshall, 
“he told me how he stood there 
in an agony of fear as my grand- 
father came out of the church. 
Grandfather Marshall looked at 
the young man in uniform, said, 
‘Luther, I’m glad to see you. 
Aren’t you coming to dine with 
us?’ And not a word was said 
about the war.” 

His father, Ernest Marshall, 
was still a boy when Grand- 
father Marshall died, leaving 
his wife little money, much land, 
and 33 slaves. When the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation was signed, 
Mrs. Marshall gave each slave a 
tract of land on Shady avenue, 
now Kirkham road, heart.of the 
Negro community of North Web- 
ster.

Slender, impeccably. tailored, 
jaunty, Collier Marshall ex- 
changed reminiscences, laughed, 
brushed off compliments about 
his “‘generosity.”

WHEN THE WEATHER IS NICE, the men of Engine 
Company 276 in New York come out, like hibernating animals, 
for a squint at the sun. They never move far from the front 
door. Like all firemen everywhere, they wait through the 

mumummmrunmnwwnnuuge long silences for a bell to 
ring. When it does, they 
roll. 

They do not face danger 
every day. They do not 
_ die every day. What they 
 * have is a readiness to face 
either danger or death. 
_. ‘They fight fire  intelli- 
gently, trying to save 
property and lives at a 
minimum risk to them- 
selves. Any other way is 
foolish. 

Among the men at En- 
gine 276 is Edward 
Roberts. He has just fin- 
ished 21 years in the 
department. This isn’t a 
great deal, as time goes, 
but it means that he is a

big and small. I wanted 
to find out what his biggest day was. 

It had nothing to do with a fire. It happened when he 
first joined the department. He and Bill Harvey were on 
housewatch. The month was December. The year was 1939. 
The day was cold and ice formed into little cracked mirrors 
along the curb.

The door opened and a timid man came in. He 
was/in his late thirties. His name was Kelly, he said, 
and he was at his wit’s end. He needed advice or help. 
Mr. Kelly had a wife and two little children. He was 
out of work and Christmas was 10 days off. His wife 
was going to have a baby and he felt that he had 
failed his family. 


The firemen studied the hands, clenching and unclench- 
ing, and the tear-rimmed eyes. Neither Harvey nor Roberts 
had any extra money. Americans never overpay their public 
servants. They wrote down Mr. Kelly’s name and his address. 
They told him to go home and to stop worrying. 

They could promise nothing, they said, but they would 
sure try to see that the youngsters had some sort of Christmas. 
The man went away. He apologized. He left ashamed to be 
asking anybody to do the things he should .be doing. 

Ed Roberts looked at Bill Harvey. And Bill looked at 
Ed. The question was: Is this man a bum? A phony? A 
professional weeper who goes around asking for handouts? 
The firemen decided that he was not. They spread the word 
around the engine company and told the story. Firemen 
began to drop a little money here and there. 

The battalion chief came in. The captain told him the 
story. Soon there were a few dollars coming in from this 
station and that station, It wasn’t much. Christmas was a 

‘ difficult season for all of them. Eventually, Roberts and 
Harvey had $75 in cold cash. Others brought in dolls and 
bicycles and carriages that had been damaged at home. 

They were repaired, and added to the pile and repainted. 
On Christmas Eve, the two magi carried the money and 
gifts to the Kelly home. It was in the rear of an old flat. 
Two shabby children played on a threadbare rug. Mrs. Kelly 
glanced apprehensively at the strangers. Mr. Kelly remem- 
bered and said he never thought he’d see them again. 


The firemen left the toys and the money. They 
didn’t mind Mrs. Kelly’s weeping, but when Mr. 
Kelly began to cough and choke, they left. Mrs. 
Kelly begged them to tell her their names. “He’s 
Bill,” said Ed Roberts. “I’m Ed. Merry Christmas.” 
She wrote them down. “If I’m blessed with a boy,” 
she said, “Ill name him after you men.” 


The matter was forgotten. Once in a while, a fireman 
from another company would mention it. “I threw two hard- 
earned bucks into that kitty and I'd like to know what hap- 
pended to it.”” Harvey and Roberts would retell the story. 

| A long time later, Fireman Harvey and Fireman Roberts 
received identical cards in the mail. When they were opened, 
' the scrawled writing said: ‘‘Thank you for taking care of my 
mother before I was born.’’ It was signed, “William Edward 
Kelly.” ; 

And so, after 20 years of fighting the big fires and the 
small ones, and gitting out the long waits between, when 
I ask Ed Roberts’ ‘‘What was your biggest day?” he tells 
me a ridiculous little story like this.

‘No Politics’ Path to Service Academies - 


Representative Curtis Has Board to Recommend 


West Point, one of his service appointees.

AN APPOINTMENT ‘to West 
Point or Annapolis used to have 
a high. place in the dreams of 
every red-blooded American boy, 
ranking right up there with be- 
ing another Babe Ruth or Charles 
Lindbergh. For some reason, 
the service academies’ appeal 
went into a prolonged slump and 
it wasn’t because we’d had too 
many wars. Too much politics 
was a more likely reason. 
‘When Representative Thomas 
B. Curtis (Rep.), Misséuri, went 
to Congress in January 1951, he 
said, the first thing he did was 
make his academy appointments 
free of politics. Curtis repre- 
sents Missouri's Second District, 
an area of South St. Louis and 
south St. Louis county that has 
become dear to the hearts of the 
professional military educators 
at West Point, Annapolis, the Air 
Force Academy and the Mer- 
chant Marine Academy. 


The Curtis method is better 
for everybody except, possibly, 
Curtis. He recruited five friends, 
men in the leading-citizen cate- 
gory, to form an advisery board 
that would inspect each appli- 
cant for a Curtis appointment to 
a United States service academy. 

The result as it stands now 
is that Curtis bears the respon- 
sibility for making. the appoint- 
ments but the board gets the 
credit for choosing well. ‘This 
satisfies Curtis. He planned it 
that way. 


The Curtis board consists of 
one admitted Democrat, one ad- 
mitted Republican and three men 
who don’t admit anything except 
voting regularly. Board mem- 
bers do. not discuss politics 
among themselves or with appli- 
cants, holding hard and true to 
the first and only order Curtis 
ever’ gave them: Choose on 
merit. Curtis said every appli- 
cant he has made to a seryice 
academy has followed his five- 
man board’s recommendation. 


The only change in the board’s 
membership since 1951 ‘was 
caused by the death of Robert 
C. Corley. Curtis and Corley 
served together as Navy officers 
in World War II, and Corley was 
the first chairman of the board. 
He died in 1956, and William T. 
Jones Jr., a St. Louis insurance 
man and vice president of the 
St. Louis Reserve Officers Naval 
Services, has served on the board 
since then. 


Dr. Arthur Gilson, member of 
the Washington University med- 
ical school faculty, is chairman. 
The other three members who 
have been serving since 1951 are 
Allan McDowell Goodloe, chief of 
the Army Ordnance legal office 
in the St. Louis distriét; Thomas 
F. McDonald, a past president 
of the St. Louis Bar Association,

tractor.

that a Curtis appointment is a 
merit appointment, has en 
growing on the Second District 
and the list of applicants is 
growing every year, too. The 
board will work a double shift 
during the Christmas-New Year 
school holiday interviewing ap- 
plicants individually, 

Since they’re working for free, 
the board members have no ob- 
jection to added hours; the pay’s 
the same. They have the satis- 
faction of getting the Second Dis- 
trict far out of the doldrums 
Cmdr. John Drew of the Naval 
Academy once described in a 
letter to Curtis. 


“In the past,” Drew said, ‘“‘it 
‘was not unusual to have as many 
as a hundred boys trying for one 
appointment. Nowadays (the mid- 
50s) the number seems to be 
more on the order of a half- 
dozen and often all of these are 
unsuited. Consequently, we have 
to take in about 200 boys each 
year who we feel have no busi- 
ness here and who generally fail 
to graduate for one reason or 


one and only academic failure. 
Others believe the cadet failed 
in the classroom because he 
wasn’t physically able to bear up 
under the academic load. 
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shortcomings, went away to 
college a year, and returned a 


self-improved young man. Usu- 
ally the improvement is a sim- 


ple matter of having matured. 

“We sent Henry Neiger to the 
Point last year,” Rinehart said. 
He stopped, his choice of words 
halted by several grins. 


Rinehart started over. ‘All 
right, we recommended — and 
Tom Curtis sent to West Point 
last year—Henry Neiger.” 


Rinehart looked around. The 
other men nodded. Having made 
it clear the board doesn’t actu- 
ally send anyone to West Point, 
Rinehart continued with the Nei- 
ger history. 

“Henry’s brother John already 
was at the Point,” Rinehart 
said. “Their father was a West 
Point man. He was killed on a 
Jap prison ship by one of our 
bombers. Any of you know his 
wife was a St. Louis girl?’’ 

*T did,” Jones said. “I intro- 
duced her to Neiger.” 

Considerably over - simplified, 
the board’s method is to give 
each applicant a Civil Service 
examination and a 20-minute in- 
terview. The Civil Service exam 
winnows out those who would be 
a waste of the board’s 20 min- 
utes. 

They do not judge the appli- 


tant’s ability to pass the acad- 
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emies’ physicals unless there is 
an obvious handicap. They as- 
sume the applicant has the good 
sense to realize what his chances 
are and would not be before the 
board if the odds against pass- 
ing the physical were too great. 
They confine their pokings 
around to the inner boy. Some 
times they poke pretty deeply. 
Young America needs some 
hardy adult handling once in a 
while. 

“‘We had a real case of self- 
assurance last winter,”’ Dr. Gil- 
son said. ‘‘He thought he had 
something and we spent even 
more time than usual on him. 
He was right, he had something. 
He had an appointment, by the 
time he got through impressing 
us. We’re not looking for yes- 
men.”” 

They’ve learned many things 
about young men, these older 
men on the board. Among things 
they’ve learned is the surprising 
wealth of gratitude in the young. 
Cadets home on leave frequently 
call board members. The mes- 
sage is “Thanks, again.” 

“‘Swell kids,’”’ said Jones, “‘and 
hard workers.” 

“Huh,” said two members at 
once, “‘they’d better be.”

finements and variations that 
it’s difficult to tell what the 
original chef had in mind. You 
can find countless recipes for 
the dish, no two exactly alike. 


One recipe even calls for the 


use of ground beef. 

However, most of the recipes 
call for tomato or tomato paste, 
and most of the better eating 
places, both in this country and 
abroad, make it with tomato in 
one form or another. 

The French make it as fol- 
lows: 

First make a sauce by cook- 
ing half a cup of finely chopped 
onions gently in two tablespoons 
of butter. Don’t let it color. 
When the onions start to soften, 
add a cup of sliced mushrooms 
and the juice of half a lemon. 
Cook it for two or three min- 
utes. Then add a tablespoon of 
flour and blend well. 

Then pour in a cup of milk 
and bring the mixture to a boil. 
Lower the heat so the sauce 
simmers. Add a tablespoon of 
tomato puree, half a cup of 
fresh cream and salt and pepper 
to taste. Let it cook four or 
five minutes. 

For the meat, some recipes 
call for one kind, some another. 
This one calls for a pound and a 
half of fillet of beef. Cut it into 
broad Julienne strips. Saute the 
beef briskly in two tablespoons 
of bacon grease. Use a frying 
pan and cook it two to three min- 
utes. Take the pan off the fire, 
pour off the grease and salt and 
pepper the meat lightly. Put it 
in the pan with the sauce. Re- 
heat the mixture gently, taste 
for seasoning, then serve it hot 
at once. Excellent with sauted 
potatoes. 


HERE’S ANOTHER variation, 
and a good one. It calls for beef 
tenderloin or flank steak. The 
meat should be cut in “shoe- 
strings” and with the grain. 
They should be cut as long and 
narrow as you can get them. 
Salt and pepper them well and 
let them marinate all night in 
red wine. 

For one pound of beef, melt

an ounce of butter in a pan and 
fry therein an ounce of finely 
chopped onion and half a clove 
of chopped garlic. When they 
are golden, sift in half an ounce 
of flour and fry it all until light 
brown. 


Then work in two medium- 
‘sized chopped tomatoes. Dilute 
the whole with a pint of brown 
stock. Let it simmer with the 
lid off for 10 minutes or so. 

In the meantime peel and 
coarsely chop half a pound of 
mushrooms. Add these to the 
sauce. Sear the meat in very 
hot butter and then add it to 
the sauce. 


Put meat, sauce and mush- 
rooms in a casserole and cook 
it in a slow oven for half an 
hour. Take it out of the oven 
and when it simmers down stir 
in a cup of sour cream and a 
teaspoon of chopped dill. 


NOW, if you like it without 
tomato, here’s one recipe: 

Cook two chopped onions in 
three tablespoons of butter, 
slowly, using a large frying pan. 
Stir in three tablespoons of flour 
and blend until smooth. Slowly 
add a cup of beef stock or beef 
bouillon and bring it to a boil, 


stirring all the time. Season it 
with salt, pepper and a little 
Worcestershire sauce. Let it 
cook for five minutes. 


In the meantime, saute your 
meat strips in butter. When the 
meat is browned, add it to the 
sauce. Saute half a pound of 
chopped mushrooms in the pan 
the meat was cooked in.
